The power to run_ the 
outfit is generated by a sand 
wheel, fitted with metal cups, 
and the sand droys onto the cups 
from a can with a funnel-shaped 
bottom, suspended over the out- 
fit.

HE number of automobile drivers operating 


ears throughout the province in violation of 
provincial laws are increasing daily, Accidents 
are becoming more and more numerous as car 
drivers fail to: observe the rules, regulations and 
courtesies of the road. 


“One-eyed” cars, faulty brakes, and the absence 
of tail lights all take their toll of-human life. 
Farmers, too, driving along the highways at night, 
with no tail lights on their wagons, are the cause 
of many smash-ups. 

Steps have been taken recently in New Bruns- 
wick to make a concerted drive for stricter en- 
forcement of the traffic laws. The system. being 
put into force in that Province provides for an 
offender, warned three times on minor offences, 
to be ruled off the road for one month, Orders 
have been issued to the police of that province to 
enforce stringently all traffic regulations, 

To curb the accident toll in Alberta, stricter at- 
tention to traffic rules and regulations must be 
observed by every driver,. and, failing this, police 
should take steps to check up. more closely on 
traffic violators,

‘Training Canadian Youth 


N honest endeavor is being made by the Do- 
A minion Government, in co-operation with the 
provincial governments, to train the unemployed 
youths of Canada, free of charge to the individual, 
and fit them for certain vocations. It seems the 
present Federal government realizes the curses of 
direct relief, which, while acting as a life saver 
for a large number of citizens during the depres- 
sion years, does nothing whatsoever to cure the 
problem of unemployment, 

Through the Canadian Youth Training Program, 
young men and women between the ages of 18 and 
30 will be trained in special vocations for which 
they are most adapted, and steps will be taken by 
the government fo place these youths in jobs 
throughout the country. 


Five programs have been outlined for Alberta. 
Project “A” calls for the setting up of between 
20 and 30 schools and short courses throughout 
the province. The courses offered will consist 
of practical agriculture, including all phases of 
this work, and will be from a minimum of ten 
days to ten weeks duration, the majority of them 
running for approximately four weeks. 

Project “B” consists pf a Forestry training 
school, where 60 young men will live in an out-of- 
town camp under the direction and supervision of 
provincial foresters. This project is already under 
way. 

Project “C” is divided into two divisions: 1, the 
provision of a three months’ course in all phases 
of household work to 40 young women at one 
time; 2, the establishment of a bureau of special- 
ized services under qualified personnel to give 
vocational guidance to unemployed young women 
and to provide for their instruction and place- 
ment in specialized service. In addition there will 
be a course for reconditioning of unemployed 
young women by health instruction, group activi- 
ties and ‘recreation. 


Project “D” calls for occupational and vocational 
training of unemployed young men and women 
between the ages of 18 and 30. According to plans 
now under way, the vouths will be given a pre- 
liminary “try-out” period of from 4 to 6 weeks in 
which to find theselves. This prelininary train- 
ing will give them the opporutnity to select, with 
the assistance of the supervisor the particular vo- 
cation in which they are interested. This project 
provides for 400 youths, 

Schedule “E” is a project under the Department 
of Agriculture for the training of young men as 
follows: 

1. The placing of 140 youths on farms under the 
supervision of district agriculturists. 

2. The placing of 15 youths on fur farms. 

3. The placing of ten youths on poultry farms. 

4. The placing of 5 youths in creameries to act 
as helpers. 

5. The placing of 40 youths in the schools of 
agriculture to take special courses. 

6. The placing of 30 rural youths to be selected 
from the drouth areas for training at Olds and 
Vermilion Schools of Agriculture. 

The governments to be congratulated for 
their actions on this major problem, for it is well 
understood throughout the entire Dominion, that, 
unless steps be taken to cure unemployment, the 
workless will always be with us. 

By this program hundreds of young men and 
women will be given a chance to stand on their 
own feet.Let us hope they take advantage of 
this opportunity.

Therefore 
there is no excuse for anyone not knowing that 
we should be thankful! 


One. disgruntled female asked ma, “For 
what?" That made me think (I should be thank- 
fal to her for that!), for what had the farmers 
to’ be thankful? ‘This storm that is lasting so 
long, with the wheat lying deteriorating in the 
fields, with the resultant Joss of grade, and con- 
sequent loss of money. Pigs and. cows losing 
weight and becoming “breachy,” all for lack of 
those unthreshed oats and barley which, inciden- 
tally, were and are covering fields of good pas- 
ture. The anxiety of wondering wiat would be 
the ultimate result---could we even start to meet 
our obligations with this very much changed 
revenue situation? 

Then, Friday, the sun shone, and Alberta put 
on its usual smiling face, and I felt we had a lot 
to be thankful for—-thankful that there is grain 
in the fields to thresh, thankful thet the pigs and 
cows are not absolutely starving; thankful td -be 
alive in this interesting age and time; thankful 
for what health we have, and for our little pleas- 
ures.. Very few. of us do not possess a radio of 
sorts, and what delights of music and drama may 
be ours! However far away we live from civi- 
lization we can have, through this medium, the 
latest news, and many educational facilities. 

We should be thankful (though comparisons 
are odious) that our lot is not that of the dried- 
out areas, where poverty, homelessness and 
scurvy march hand in hand. Central Alberta far- 
mers have much to be thankful for, 


But don’t let us, on that account, get too satis- 
fied and complacent, for. complacency’ may he 
likened to the ruminating placidity of a cow, or 
the sleepy content of a well-fed pig. New com- 
munity hospitals which are being built in many 
localities are certainly steps in the right direc- 
tion, with their better facilities and lower prices. 
We should be thankful for them, remembering al- 
ways that, excellent as they are, they do not go 
far enough. We must all know that there are 
many folks in need of hospitalization to whom 
the new hospitals mean not a thing; I refer to 
those who have not the ready cash to have re- 
moved disease-riddled teeth, tonsils full of poison, 
etc., yet who are not considered poor enough for 
the municipality to pay for the necessary adjust- 
ments. 

Anyway, they should not have to be in this 
anomalous position. Why should they, through 
lack of money, either have to take charity (so- 
called) or suffér what may well be a life sentence 
of pain, or death? Why do not the people of this 
Province clamour for the implementation of the 
State Health Insurance Scheme that was ready to 
be put in operation (in certain defined areas) 
more than two years ago? State Health will ob- 
viate a lot of this injustice to humanity. It does 
not rest with the doctors—they work, with or 
without pay, indiscriminately, and many take ad- 
vantage of this. 

On the other hand, there are thousands of 
worthwhile citizens who do not. If the various 
governments of this Dominion would institute 
comprehensive State Health Insurance, bearing in 
mind the necessity of co-operating with each other 
in this important matter, how much simpler it 
would be to contribute a certain defined sum, at 
stated periods, for every member of the family, 
and then whatever dread disease hit that family, 
it would not be accompanied by the anxiety of 
“Where’s the money coming from?” 

In England, a lot of. hospitals are run solely 
by voluntary contributions; that savours too much 
of charity, and would not suit Canadians. Accord- 
ing to statistics, there are not enough rich Cana- 
dians to erect and maintain hospitals all over 
Canada. It would hardly be fair to expect “The 
Fifty Big Shots”, of whom we have heard so 
much of late, to undertake the hospitalization of 
the Dominion of Canada. Who wants that any- 
way? 

Surely there is not a woman alive who would 
not give of her energy and sympathy to any 
scheme that would insure the necessary hospitali- 
zation being accessible to “all those in sickness 
or distress.”

passing more legislation de- 

strictive of the liberties of 
the people than any other 

English speaking parlia- 

ment in the last three cen- 

turies. 

That is a broad statement, tak- 
ing in much space and time, but 
a-review of the acts adopted 
will justify. such comment. ° 

As a matter of fact, the Alber- 
ta government is striving to es- 
tablish a pseudo-Fascist admini- 
stration. _A pseudo-Fascist sys- 
tem of government, such as has 
been adopted in many states in 
Europe and South America, may 
be described as ithe real thing 
without some of the extreme 
ruthlesness, the brazen candor 
and much of the brains that are 
in evidence in Italy and Ger- 
many. i 

Such pseudo-Fascist. states al- 
ways begin by three courses of 
action : 

1.. Destroying Democratic insti- 
tutions which protect the 
freedom of the people. 


2. Curtailment of the liberties 
of the individual. 
3. Creating a despotism beyond 


control of the people. 
The Alberta Legislature in the 
recent sessions embarked on each 
of these three courses, 


1. Destroying democratic 

institutions : 

In the earlier of the two recent 
sessions it adopted legislation 
depriving certain citizens of re- 
course to the courts. 

In the recent session it gave 
power to a government appoin- 
tee to suspend newspapers, at his 
own sweet will, thus destroying’ 
the freedom of the press and the 
freedom of speech. 

2. Curtailing the liberties of 

the people : 

In the recent session the Legi- 
slature passed an act providing 
for registration of all persons 
engaged in business, and prohib- 
iting the carrying on of such 
business by unlicensed persons. 
A government official is given 
the power to refuse applications 
for license and thus to close out 
business entirely. In this man- 
ner the government can take full 
control of the livelihood of every 
citizen. The government has 
every person at its mercy. 

Establishing a 
dictatorship ; 

A dictatorship is complete 
when the governing body is able 
to hold office perpetually with- 
out submitting to any constitu- 
tional control by the people. 

In the recent session, the Legi- 
slature repealed the act enabling 
electors to recall . objectionable 
members and took such action 
for’ the sole purpose of saving 
the Premier from political dis- 
aster. In addition to committing 
a gross breach of good sports- 
manship—changing the rules in 
the midst of the game—it estab- 
lished a precedent of a very 
alarming nature. 

May Extend Term of Office 

Provincial legislatures have 
the right to extend their terms 
of office beyond the customary 
five years. That is not generally 
known, because few _ provincial 
legislatures would have the au- 
dacity to make such a change. 
In the early years of Confedera- 
tion, the terms of all Canadian 
legislatures was fixed at four 
years, but later were’ extended 
by the legislatures themselves to 
five years. There is. nothing in 
the constitution to prevent the 
Alberta legislature from extend- 


| their leaders. 


ing the-term from five to six, 
from. six to seven, or from seven 


[to perpetuity, 


Can ‘any person believe. seri- 
ously. that legislators who have 
subjected themselves to the 
humiliation of recalling the re- 
call legislation in such manner, 
will not adopt a similar and very 
obvious method . to save them- 
selves when the end of the term 
approaches? 


If membership in the Legisla- 
ture were made a perpetual feast 
in such manner, then there would 
be little opportunity of ever dis- 
lodging such a dictatorship, The 
only chance the people would 
have of expressing themselves 
would be in case of. occasional 
vacancies. If that should occur, 
the Legislature’ could so change 
the voting qualifications as to 
make an election of an opponent 
impossible. As an example it 
might restrict the voters to those 
who had signed the Blue Pledges. 
That would complete the circle 
and make the dictatorship secure 
and perpetual. 


It CAN Happen Here 

I hear many people reply that 
such things could not be. We 
are dealing with a government 
such as never’ existed before in 
an English speaking state, and 
with it in office, anything is pos- 
sible. You will remember the 
thousands who went light-heart- 
edly to the polls in 935 and voted 
for the Aberhart candidates with- 
out consideration, asserting in a 
most sophisticated way that 
Aberhart might have something 
and could not possibly do any 
great harm. 


Two Ways to Prevent 

There are two ways by which 
such a complete despotism could 
be prevented. The Foderal gov- 
ernment might disallow such legi- 
slation. But it must be remem- 
bered that the Federal govern- 
ment disallowed. recent legisla- 
tion hot because it was: bad, but 
because it was en encroachment 
on Federal powers. It would not 
have such justification for dis- 
allowing the legislation I am 
foreshadowing. 


The Lieutenant-Governor might 
not sanction the legislation. AJ- 
berta is fortunate in having as 
Governor at this time, a man with 
wide experience, capacity and 
courage. But the powers of the 
Governor are limited. He is not 
iustified in withholding approval 
to legislation merely beeause* hc 
disapproves of it, but only when 
he is certain that a large major- 
ily of the people also disapprove 
of it. A Governor may have diffi- 
culty in getting convincing proof 
of such disapproval. 

I do not predict that. the Al- 
berta Legislature will turn itself 
into a full dictatorship in per- 
petual office, completely apart 
from the people, but point to the 
danger. In the last two months 
it has set out on two courses, in- 
variably taken by pseudo-Fascist 
nations —destruction of demo- 
cratic institutions and curtail- 
ment of liberties of the individ- 
ual—.and by its action on the re- 
call has advanced towards. the 
third and more alarming course. 

Another Ray of Hope 

There is anqther ray of hope 
for the safety of the province 
and that is in the integrity of 
some of the private members 
supporting the government. The 
insurgents, though beguiled for 
two vears by the assurances of 
the government, rebelled when 
convineed of the insincerity of 
They seem to have 
heen brought in line again, but I 
cannot believe’ that they will

During the years in which he 
walked from his homestead to 
Calgary, Mr. Hall remembers La- 
combe as consisting of two or 
three wooden shacks and a stop- 
over for those travelling from 
Calgary to Edmonton, 


Oats was the main crop, hard- 
ly any wheat being sown at that 
time. Often, Mr. Hall eclaiins, he 
harvested over 100 bushels to the 
acre, 

In 1899 Mr. Hall married Miss 
H, Cameron of Edmonton. They 
have four boys and four girls, 
two of the boys being twins. 

In 1921 the family moved to 
their present farm, 4% miles east 
of Morningside. 

Besides being a councillor of 
the Municipal District of Crown, 
Mr. Hall is also a member of the 
newly-formed Lacombe and Dis- 
trict Hospital Board.

the open spaces on the walls, 
Maps and blackboards took up 
most of the space on the walls 
at the front of the building. 
Twelve blackboard blinds, made 


by Mr. Sharp from four-foot win- 


dow-blind rollers and using black 
oilcloth which. he painted with 
blackboard slating, gives him 
four times the. blackboard room 
he would ordinarily have. These 
blackboard blinds are mounted 
three in a place and one above the 
other, just above the blackboard, 
so that the smooth surface of the 
blackboard makes a good writing 
surface.

The Facts About Banking in Canada 


Reproduced from the Sixth Broadcast in a Series by Vernon Knowles for the Chartered Banks of Canada and Delivered Over a Province-Wide Network 

of Alberta Stations on Tuesday Evening, October 12th, from 8:30 to 8:45, and Wednesday, October 13th, from 12:00 noon to 12:15. 
Outlines Loan Process by Which Banks Convert Credit of Borrower into Spendable Money . . . Shows Position of Bank Shareholders .. . 
Deals Further with Limited Power of Banks To Issue Own Notes . . . Cites from Letters Received Actual Cases Where Bank Loans 
Enabled Borrowers To Turn Substantial Profit. 


N this broadcast on behalf of 

Canada’s Chartered Banks I want 

to get back to that utterly mistaken 
idea that banks make money out of 
nothing. Critics of the banks will 
tell you that banks lend by creating 
credit and that they create the means 
of payment out of nothing, that 
when they build a building it costs 
them nothing and that when they pay 
taxes it costs them nothing. These 
statements are absolutely untrue. 


When a bank makes a loan just 
exactly what is it that the bank does? 


Here is the answer — It takes the 
note of the farmer or manufacturer 
or the bond of the Government, and 
places an equivalent amount to the 
credit of the said farmer, manufac- 
turer or Government, allowing of 
course for a rental on the money. 


In other words the bank assumes 
an obligation to pay that amount to 
the farmer, the manufacturer or the 
Government. 

Since that obligation is one that 
must be met — and in actual prac- 
tice is met — it is a very rea] thing. 


The transaction creates a credit on 
the books of the bank but the means 
of payment which the banks are- 
charged with eréating out of nothing 
consists of resources of the bank — 
in the last analysis, cash. 


Moreover, it should be borne in 
mind that in all lending transactions 
by a bank it is the borrower who 
starts the process — he goes to the 
bank and asks for a loan, generally 
for a\specific purpose, out of which 
he expects and intends to make a 
profit for himself over and above the 
bank charges. The bank does not go 
to him — he goes to the bank. 


What the bank really does, in 
effect, is to convert the credit 
of the borrower himself into 
which he can 
use for the purposes of his 
business, paying wages, paying his 
debts at the country store and meet- 
ing other obligations. If a man owns 
cattle he cannot spend cattle. He can- 
not pay his debts at the country store 
with cattle. His ownership of the 
cattle and his expectation of selling 
them at a profit to himself are the 
basis of his credit. | When he bor- 
rows from a bank on the security of 
cattle what happens is that the bank 
converts a form of wealth, which 
he cannot spend, into something. 
which he can spend and which any- 
body else will accept. 


There is no magic about it and 
hose who contend that a bank can 
veate money or the means of pay- 


ment out of nothing — are entirely . 


wrong. The function that the bank 
verforms, as we have stated, is to 
-onvert the credit of the borrower 
\to a form in which he can spend it. 


Without a bank the farmer possi- 
ily could buy seed in the spring, hire 
ielp through the growing season and 
aarvesting, and purchase supplies 


bank does, the business of banking 
should be an amazingly profitable 
business — but it is not. The fact 
that it is not an amazingly profitable 
business is a simple matter of record, 
as we have shown in our broadcasts. 


Some of our listeners have asked 
that I say more about note circula- 
tion — that is, about the powers of a 
bank to issue notes. The request has 
been prompted by the utterly fantas- 
tic idea that a bank can, say, erect an 
expensive branch office building for 
nothing by issuing its own notes. A 
bank simply cannot, as has been sug- 
gested, issue a bunch of specially 
numbered bills, pay them out to con- 
tractors and others and then cancel 
them when they come back. 


Let me say to you again that no 
such thing can possibly: happen, for 
the bank must give the holder face 
value for its notes when he presents 
them. Moreover, I have shown you 
that there are very definite legal 
limits upon the amount of notes that 


a bank can issue. A bank’s notes are 


a debt owed by the bank to the person 
who holds them—a debt. redeemable 
in cash on demand. 


As a matter of fact, a bank’s notes 
are the very first charge upon its 
assets — that is to say in case of 
trouble a bank’s notes have to be 
paid off before a single cent can be 
paid on any deposits or on any other 
debts owed by a bank.: To make 
doubly sure of this there is a fund 
in the hands of the Dominion 
Minister of Finance, known as “The 


Bank Cireplation Redengption Fund.” | . 


This is money paid-in by-each of the 
banks to the Minister of Finance at 
Ottawa, amounting to five per cent on 
the average amount of Chartered 
Bank notes outstanding. This money 
is in the nature of a pool and would 
all be used, in case of need, towards 
paying off the notes of any bank. 
Surely all of this should finally 
squelch the idea that a bank has un- 
limited power in the matter of issu- 
ing its bills. 


In any case, as I have told you be- 
fore, the right of issuing notes is 
being steadily, year by year, taken 
away from the Chartered Banks and 
vested in the Bank of Canada. In 
order to obtain Bank of Canada notes 
or bills for use as curfency the Char- 
tered Banks have to buy them. Every 
dollar in notes and every dollar of 


other bank obligations must always. 


have behind it a dollar of assets. 
Let me stress, once more, that every 
obligation of a Chartered Bank is 
payable in cash. 


Some supposedly great authority 
is quoted as having said that if all 
bank loans were paid all deposits 


would disappear and there would be - 


no money in existence. I don’t think 
that many Alberta people are stam- 
peded by such statements. 


It is equivalent to saying that if 
every sea were drained dry there 
would be no ocean liners. 


sinister impression, an entirely false 


idea of what money really is and does. 


To illustrate in the plainest of 
everyday terms let us start from the 
beginning : 

I go into the bank and I borrow 
$1,000 on which, naturally, I have to 
pay rent, or if you prefer, interest. 

The bank gives me, in exchange 
for my note, $1,000 in bills. 1 have 
got $1,000 of money, on which inter- 
est has to be paid because the bank is 
giving me a service. 


Why do I borrow the money? 


1 was going to use it in a deal, ex- 
pecting to make a profit for myself; 
or I wouldn’t have borrowed the 
money at all. 

Very well; I carry out the deal suc- 
cessfully. I repay the bank the 
$1,000 I borrowed, and I have a pro- 
fit, say, of $100, which I put to my 
credit in the bank. 

You will see by the use of this bor- 
rowed money on which I paid rent, I 
have increased my own resources by 
$100, and the bank has received back 
its $1,000. 

When you multiply that thousand- 
dollar borrowing of mine, my use of 
the money and my profit, time after 
time, you see what is happening con- 
tinuously throughout the year in the 
business world and you see that the 
interest is not any strangling charge 
as has been represented to you. You 
pay rent, and you make a profit out 
of it — whatever the nature of your 
business may be. 

It.is a-gontinuous, revolving pro- 
‘cess — in which the dollar you use is 
not dead-weight debt at all, but pro- 
ductive money. There are times, 
however, when some of it may be- 
come temporarily dead-weight debt. 
To illustrate such a case, let us say 
that through drought or misfortune 
I suffer a loss for a season — say my 
deal has not been successful—and I 
lose a part of my borrowed $1,000. 


In these cases, what I have lost does 
for the time ‘being become dead- 
weight debt. But with a better sea- 
son and better prices and better busi- 
ness I have a chance to recover my 
losses and repay. By far the greater 
part of the dollars that are issued are 
not dead-weight debt as you have 
been so often told; there is nothing 
sinister in the manner nor in the pur- 
pose of their issue, nor in the work 
that they do; they are, in fact, pro- 
ductive money, constantly adding to 
goods and services and increasing the 
world’s store of new wealth. 


That is all there is to bank money. 
Bank loans are really constructive 
and productive; and the deep, dark 
hocus pocus with which critics seek 
to surround it is recognized, by folks 
of practical experience, as simply 
transparent nonsense. 

Since we started broadcasting on 
behalf of Canada’s Chartered Banks 
I have received many letters from Al- 
berta people: | have before me one of 


I have another Alberta letter, in 
which a farmer tells us that he had 
twenty hogs and, being short of feed, 
wanted to sell them, He was offered 
$200 for the twenty hogs and did not 
want to let them go at that price, so 
he went to the bank and borrowed 
$50 only. This enabled him to hold 
the hogs and feed them a while long. 
er, with the result that he eventually 
sold them for $800 instead of the 
$200 he had been offered. In other 
words he borrowed $50 from the 
bank, the bank made a gross revenue 
of about $1.75 but the farmer made a 
straight profit of $50. 

1 have a letter before me also which 
appeared in the Calgary Herald from 
a Milk Producers’ Association in the 
vicinity of Calgary. It reads in part 
“We are hearing a good deal about 
banks these days. 1| do not profess to 
know much about banks or the bank. 
ing business but I do know that, it 
it had not been for the banks last fall, 
I, along with many others, would 
have been forced. out of business.” 
These are but a few examples taken 
at random from a large quantity of 
our mail, 

In earlier broadcasts I have told 
you that deposits in the banks are 
the basis upon which banks can make 
loans. Let us demonstrate its truth. 

Suppose a bank started business 
with $50,000 in cash and lent that 
amount to various borrowers. Then 
suppose each borrower drew out the 
amount lent to him, in cash, and each 
person to whom he paid this money 
put it in a sock, kept it under his 
mattress or hid it behind the clock, 
so that none of it came back to the 
bank in the form of deposits. As the 
bank has no cash in its vault the 
bank dare not make another loan be- 
cause it could give no cash to the new 
borrower. 


We can go on converting borrow- 
ers’ assets into spendable form, i.e., 
making loans, only if the depositing 
public are willing to entrust their 
funds to us. It is the confidence of 
the people in banks and their willing- 
ness to leave their money on deposit 
that enables a bank to lend money 
and serve the community. 

How, therefore, can it be said that 
we have usurped the right to mone- 
tize credit? As we have shown, it is 
the individual who in the first place 
possesses the credit; he asks the bank 
to convert that credit into money he 
can spend. The bank only does it on 
his request. 

Now | have an announcement to 
make.

DEMANDS LOWER 

GASOLINE COSTS 


Movement is developing 
this Province to bring about 
lower gasoline prices, according 
to officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association, 

Recently oil companies  an- 
nounced a reduction of one cent 
per gallon in gasoline prices. 

For some time there have been 
suggestions in motor club and 
other quarters that strong de- 
mands should be made for lower 
gasoline taxes. 

Low cost gasoline has been a 
major factor in expanding auto- 
mobile ownership among fami- 
lies in the United States with 
modest incomes. 

A recent survey showed that 
more autos are owned by Amer- 
icans earning $25 a week than 
are owned by motorists in all 
income classes in the balance of 
the world.

to a great extent unless sanitary 
conditions on the farm are given 
careful attention. Poultry rais- 
ers to be successful must follow 
some systém of sanitation, The 
greatest losses among poultry 
are caused by intestinal parasites 
and as the most serious damage 
from the worm menace occurs in 
young birds, special precautions 
should be taken to protect the 
young. The importance of keep- 
ing the pullets on ground free 
from infection and away. from 
any of the older birds, which are 
often carriers of parasites, can- 
not be over-emphasized, 
Value of Yard Rotation 

Both experimental work and 
actual practice show the value 
of yard rotation in the rearing 
and maintaining of stock free 
from intestinal parasites, .At the 
Dominién Experimental Station 
at Lacombe, the ground used for 
rearing the pullets is divided 
into two sections of about equal 
size. While the stock ranges on 
one section the remaining ground 
is. reconditioned, cultivated and 
sown to a succulent green crop 
for the following year. 

By running a two-year crop 
rotation, the land is free of poul- 
try at least every other year. 
The feed hoppers and watering 
equipment ‘are moved. to new posi- 
tions at frequent intervals dur- 
ing the summer. This _ practice 
induces the pullets to spread over 
the entire field instead of con- 
gregating on one spot and killing 
out the grass. Care is taken 
never to scatter droppings from 
fowl where the pullets will 
be running, as this might ex- 
pose them to infection with harm- 
ful bacteria or infestation with 
parasites. 

Cockerels in Separate Runs 

The cockerels are _ separated 
from the pullets as soon as they 
can be distinguished, regardless 
of whether or not they are 
troublesome. The cockerels to 
be retained for the selection of 
breeders are put in separate runs, 
spring-seeded to a mixture of two 
bushels of oats and one of fall 
rye, in range roosting coops with 
a caragana hedge for shade, and 
grown to maturity. 

The birds kept for broilers are 
put in more or less confined 
quarters and fed a finishing ra- 
‘tion. The pullets have access to 
an alfalfa field which provides 
succulent greens all summer, The 
liberal supply of green feed pro- 
vided by the young alfalfa pro- 
vides the pullets with the re- 
quired succulence in the ration 
and tends to keep them in bet- 
ter physical condition. Free 
range on clean soil and plenty of 
green feed and shade are essen- 
tial for good growth. 

Suffer From Heat 

Pullets suffer greatly from 
heat and must be provided with 
shade of some kind if best re- 
sults are to be secured. If no 
green shade is available, shelters 
can be built from boards sup- 
iported om uprights, and sloped 
so as to give the greatest amount 
of shade during the day. For 
late in the season, a field of corn 
or sunflowers gives a suitable 
shade. 

WATCH YOUR STOVES 

Teach everyone in the family 
to be careful, to watch stoves, 
fireplaces, electric irons and all 
other possible fire causes, and 
every day to remove old rags, 
papers and other rubbish.
